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Dr. Williams’ Charity. 


The Charity includes a number of benefactions for which the founder, th 
Rev. Daniel Williams, D.D. (b. 1643, d. 1716), made provision in his wi 
The most important of these is now the Library, which has been greath 
enlarged and developed since his time. 

Besides the Library, the benefactions include grants of money to poo 
ministers, and to widows of ministers; grants of books to ministers; bursarie: 
to undergraduate students for the Protestant Dissenting Ministry at th 
University of Glasgow; post-graduate divinity scholarships for students fo; 
the Protestant Dissenting Ministry in approved Theological Colleges. 

Provision is also made by the Charity for special Ministers in Wales t 
do missionary and evangelising work in aid of the weaker churches, or i 
districts where there is no regular ministry. 

The Trustees also give bursaries and scholarships to be held at th 
Presbyterian College, Carmarthen, and exhibitions for boys and girls in th 
County Schools, Wrexham. They contribute to the maintenance of the 
Dr. Williams’ School for Girls (Secondary) at Dolgelley, North Wales. For 
information as to the institutions named in this paragraph, applications 
should be made to them locally, and not to the Secretary of Dr. Williams’ 
Charity. 


GRANTS TO PooR MINISTERS.—Sums ranging usually from {10 to {15 
not in aid of inadequate salaries, but to meet special emergencies or to help 
in education of children. It has been the practice for many years to restrict 
these grants to ministers of Baptist or Congregational Churches. Retired 
ministers are not eligible. S 


GRANTS TO WIDOWS OF MINISTERS.—These are made for the same 
purposes as those to ministers, but are not restricted to members of Baptist 
or Congregational Churches. The amount available for these grants is less 
than for those to ministers. 


Grants OF Books (called in the founder’s will “‘ Bibles and good practi 
books to be given to the poor”’),—These grants are made only in June of eack 
year. Applications may be made at any time up to the middle of May i 
each year; if any grant is made the books are sent out in the following July 
The books given are intended to help ministers in their studies. They ar 
new books, and are not given from the Library.
